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UNIONS’ CONSTRUCTIVE CONFERENCE 


IR RicHarD Coppock, to whom the Federation of which he is general 
secretary indeed the whole building industry--owe much for his work 

for organised building labour over the past 38 years, has done nothing more 
imaginative and forward-looking than in advising his Federation to convene 
the conference, concluded in London last Friday, which discussed the effect 
on the building worker of new materials and constructional techniques 

To the trades unionist, new techniques have varying implications. The 
organiser of building labour sees them as a fruitful source of demarcation 
disputes between unions; the educationist looks on them as disturbing 
influences dropped like rocks into the hitherto quiet pool of craft apprentice 
ship; while other tensions which they produce arise from uncertainty as to 
future craftsman/labourer wage policy-—an uncertainty only aggravated by 
the existence of separate wage agreements for building and for civil engineer 
ing. Taken together, these varying implications add up to a pretty formidable 
problem which it was the purpose of the conference, if it could, to unravel 

The fact, of course, is that new materials and techniques have crept up 
on the building craft unions which had not prepared themselves to make 
room for the new kind of operative men mostly drawn from the labourers’ 
ranks, with an aptitude for the fitter/mechanic assembly trades required by 
processes such, for instance, as reinforced concrete or curtain wall systems 
[hese men, essential to the new building but suspended vocationally at a point 
somewhere above the centre line between the craftsman and the labourer, 
have landed up in the arms of other unions, particularly the General Workers’ 
Union, which negotiates special rates for them on civil engineering contracts 
and, not infrequently, on normal building sites too. The trouble which such 
duality of control provokes has been frequently demonstrated of late, though 
not all instances reach the public’s ears as did the Shell site dispute 

The answer to this particular problem partly lies in there being one agree 
ment for wages, not two; and the joint committee which the conference has 
agreed to set up will no doubt keep this in the forefront of its discussions 
that a solution shall be forthcoming is something that affects the public as 
well as the unions concerned. The joint committee is also to consider means 
of introducing new techniques on a planned and agreed basis. Though builders 
are closely concerned, it ts architects and structural engineers who mostly 
are responsible for devising new techniques or who specify new materials, 
and as such any deliberations should take these professions into account 
Perhaps, when the proposed committee has settled down, a useful step could 
be the appointment, at regional as well as national level, of operative repre- 
sentatives to the Joint Consultative Committees at present drawn from the 
ranks of architects, quantity surveyors and builders 

There remain two matters of particular moment for the unions’ considera 
tion. One is apprenticeship, the other the aim that there should not be 19 
different unions for building but, ideally, only one. Both matters are allied 
It is not possible, even if desirable (as Mr. GrorGre LOwTHIAN pointed out 
to the conference) that there should be 40-50 differing types of operative 
to service 40-50 sub-trades. The apprentice of the future (who, like his present 
counterpart, may find that to master such branches of his chosen trade as the 
present, largely emasculated architectural style demands for its execution 
does not take anything like five years) may well have his time divided, say, 
as to three years on one side of the traditional trades plus two further years 
spent learning some of the new techniques which, on occasion, displace his 
basic craft. But before such an objective could be achieved, there must come 
into being if not the ideal of one union for all building crafts and processes, 
then at least the grouping of unions with contiguous spheres of interest; 
failing either this or some amicable working agreement, demarcation disputes 


c 
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could wreck the plan, and the craft unions find that they had played into 
other hands. 

This conference—remarkable as it has been for constructive, forward- 
looking thought-——will set more thinking in train, and Sir RICHARD COPPOCK 
and Mr. Jim MILLS can be well satisfied with that. Yet, if its effects are not 
to be dissipated, something more than mere hard thinking will be needed 

statesmanship of no small order, sacrifice of position in the common cause, 
the sinking of personalities, surrender of power. As a result of this conference 
the eyes of the building world are now on the unions; that they may go 
forward with courage to the successful completion of their self-appointed tasks 
will be the wish of all in the industry. 


ARCHITECTURAL COMPETITIONS 


HE decline in the popularity of architectural competitions in recent years 

is hard to understand. Since the war only one can be said to have been 
unsatisfactory—that for the new premises of the English Electric Company 
in the Strand. As against this there have been some outstanding successes, 
notably the Westminster City Council flats at Millbank, Coventry Cathedral 
the TUC Building, Sheffield University, Nottingham University Halls of Resi 
dence and the Golden Lane housing scheme, to mention a few. Yet some 
building promoters, and, oddly enough, architects themselves, criticise the 
competition system as though it were almost certain to produce failures 

Most of the criticisms we hear are familiar enough, though those who make 
them seem to think they are new. Recalling a paper on the subject that 
Sir Percy Thomas gave at the RIBA in 1933, we looked this up and found 
that he mentioned most of the current arguments against the holding of com 
petitions, as follows : |. That they are wasteful and costly to the architectural 
profession; 2. That the architect is not in close touch with his client in the 
early stages of the job; 3. That promoters in general, and public bodies in 
particular, are unwilling to leave the final decision regarding the design of 
their buildings in the hands of an assessor; 4. That competitions are costly to 
promoters and involve delay in proceeding with the work; 5. That there is 
a danger in open competitions of an unknown and inexperienced architect 
being successful; and 6. That for a number of buildings, particularly those of 
a special character, experts or specialists should be engaged. 

It is not possible here even to summarise the answers he gave to these 
points, but anyone who cares to look up the address* will, we believe, find 
them almost completely convincing; while his general remarks on competition 
conditions and regulations and the appointment of assessors are eminently 
reasonable. This paper would make an excellent basis of discussion for any 
proposed reorganisation of the system. : 

Whatever may be said against architectural competitions, there is no 
denying their two basic merits: 1, That they give promoters, at a compara- 
tively small cost, the benefit of a variety of solutions to their building prob 
lem, from which ideally the best is selected; and 2, Provide opportunities 
for men of talent, who might otherwise languish in obscurity, to show their 
capabilities. But for the competition system many distinguished architects. 
past and present, might never have been heard of, and without their works 
the architecture of this country would be immeasurably the poorer 

The system is not perfect and, like many other human institutions, may 
never become so; however well it worked there would probably be always 
some disgruntled unsuccessful competitors. No doubt it is mainly such who 
write to the Press complaining about dissatisfaction with awards, with assessors. 
and indeed with the whole system. Some of these grumblers are not particularly 
well up in their facts. For instance, there are some who think that the two- 
Stage type of competition started in 1954. They may be reminded that as 
far back as 1914 the Board of Trade Offices, Whitehall, competition was held 
in two stages, as also was the Masonic Peace Memorial competition a few 
years later; and those who pin their faith to the * two-stager ’ may be interested 
to know that in the judgment of acute observers at the time both were won 
(respectively by Vincent Harris and Ashley and Newman) in the first round 

The time has come for a thorough re-examination of the competition system 
with a view to finding out the causes of its present decline and deciding what 
changes, if any, are needed in the conditions and regulations to bring them 
into accord with contemporary ideas; no doubt. the Royal Institute has this in 
hand. It would be a serious loss, for all parties and against the best interests of 
architecture if the system were allowed to lapse for want of attention. 
meantime, architects and journalists might call a halt to criticism: 
doing a great disservice to the profession by raising doubts in the 
promoters.

‘Three Centuries of Swedish Pottery’ 


THIS LOAN EXHIBITION at the 
and Albert Museum (until May 31) is not 
only the first there since the war to be 
exclusively devoted to ceramics: but also 
displays effectively representative samples

WAR OFFICE 


Organisation of Archilect’s Department 


MPLICATIONS of the action decided 

upon early last year, following the 
recommendation of the Weeks Com- 
mittee, to place a _ civilian architect 
instead of a senior Army officer in charge 
of all building work undertaken on behalf 
of the War Office, both at home and 
overseas, were explained to a represen- 
tative of The Builder \ast week by Mr 
D. E. E. Gibson, CBE, FRIBA, who was 
appointed as Director-General of Works 
in March, 1958, to fill this newly created 
post. Although Mr. Gibson was not able 
at this stage to go into much detail about 
his future plans, the importance of the 
appointment to architects and the build- 
ing industry may be judged by the 
that the War Department's expenditure 
on new building at home and abroad 
during the next five years is expected to 
be of the order of £20m. annually 

Mr, Gibson emphasised that, although 
the organisation of what is virtually a 
newly created department is by no means 
compiete, the department is nevertheless 
already a ‘going concern. One of the 
most important changes is that the 
department is now headed by joint 
administrative and technical services at 
equal level; formerly, technicians always 
came under the administrators The 
change means that responsibility for ex 
penditure will in future be shared jointly 
between Mr. Gibson and Mr. William 
Geraghty. whose appointment as Assis- 
tant Under-Secretary of State (Works) 
was announced at the same time as Mr 
Gibson's 

An important 


bact 


change made by Mr 
Gibson in the administration of his 
department has been to shorten the 
‘pyramid of organisation, so that there 
are fewer intermediaries between those in 
authority and those who actually carry 
out the building work. The intention ts 
to run the organisation in groups of 
about eight architects, in order to give 
the sense of a little partnership within 
the big “firm.” The architects within 
such a group will be responsible for all 
the work on a particular building scheme, 
on the lines already successfully prac- 
tised in certain county architects’ depart 
ments. An additional advantage of the 
aroup system is that it will enable jobs 
to be shared out more fairly among the 
staff, and it is hoped that all architects 
wil take their turn as a job architect 
within a group. 

The other great departure from estab 
lished practice is that the War Office 
architects, with the help of their col 
leagues such as quantity surveyors and 
engineers, will be responsible the 
whole process of building, from the 
design stage onwards through the super 
vision of erection to the final 
certificates. The department is in process 
of recruiting staff to make such changes 
possible, and young architects who now 
the War Department thus be 
assured of a fully vrofessional career as 
an architect with the sort of scope and 
responsibility that they would enjoy in 
anv normal architect's office

ARTISTS AND 
ARCHITECTS 


An LOC Experiment with 


Artists as Consultant Designers 


N interesting experiment has taken place in the 
Architect’s Department of the London County 
Council where, with the approval of the Housing Com- 
mittee of the Council, two young artists, Anthony 
Hollaway, ARCA, and William Mitchell, DesRCA, have 
been collaborating with the architects concerned in the 
design of a number of blocks of flats and other buildings 
on housing sites. The artists were engaged for a year in 
the first instance, but the experiment has been so successful 
that the Housing Committee recently decided to retain 
their services for a further year. The work carried out 
has been of a very varied nature and has included the 
actual execution of decorative treatment, experiments with 
new materials and novel uses of existing materials, and 
advising architects on suitable locations to receive special 
enrichment. 
The artists have joined with the architects on a con- 
tinuing programme of work, thereby enabling experience 
gained on one project to be carried forward to the next 


The close liaison between architect and artist has been of 


benefit to both : the artist, fed with technical knowledge 
on materials and methods, has been stimulated to develop 
new forms of decorative treatment appropriate to them 
and the architect in turn has been able to bring a fresh 
approach to standard materials and techniques. 

The artists, working for most of the time on location, 
have found themselves and their art much more directly 
projected into the everyday life of the ordinary people 
than is customary with studio executed commissions. 

The methods used have had to be practicable and 
capable of speedy completion—at costs (apart from fees 
to the consultants) within those of the normal facing 
materials they replace. 

Other interesting techniques used, apart from those 
illustrated, included the use of vinyl plastic as a moulding 
material. This material was used to reproduce a number 
of decorative motifs for the rehabilitation work at the 
Brandon Estate, Southwark. The motif was reproduced 
in clay by the consultants who then prepared the mould 
and produced the first cast. The contractors then made 
the remainder of the casts on the site. This method 
provides a crisp cast without using a complicated piece- 
mould.

A simple stencil technique using sprayed coloured 
cement was tried on the external wall of a lift shaft at 
Cleveland-way, Stepney. Plasterer’s laths were fixed to a 
white rendered wall and coloured cement was then sprayed 
on and the laths removed, leaving a white stencilled line 
decoration. 

A method using a mosaic of broken and cut tiles was 
used in the ground floor lift halls of two blocks at 
Squirries-street, Bethnal Green. The design was drawn 
directly on to a cement-surfaced wall and tiles cut and 
fitted in place using a tile-fixing compound. The coloured 
tiles used were those occurring in the lift halls throughout 
the block. The spaces between the chippings were filled 
with black cement. The whole was then cleaned and 
polished. This method utilises chippings of tiles which 
would otherwise be wasted, presents a very hardwearing 
surface and is considerably quicker than traditional mosaic 
techniques. This work was carried out on the site 

Another mosaic was carried out at the Ladywell Lodge 
site, Chudleigh-road, Lewisham. Here small cubes of 
waste natural coloured woods were stuck to a board by 
means of polyester resin which also filled the interstices 
between the blocks. The whole was then sanded flat and 
polished 

Other techniques used are murals in standard coloured 
glazed tiles, decorative brickwork, a relief concrete mural 
with a coloured plastic glaze, a plant stand in pre-cast 
concrete, pierced screen walls in concrete and |-in. thick 
glass slabs and a Sgraffito in cement render for the Club- 
room at the Brandon Estate, Southwark Here the 
consultant works with the plasterer, modelling the plaster 
as it is applied, with special tools. The whole is then 
painted with one colour and the surface rolled -with 
another colour, so providing an easy means of redecoration

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HE site, which was bought prior to the appointment 

of the architects, has a considerable gradient—roughly 
1 in 40—representing some 15 ft. to 20 ft. over the present 
length of the main building. Although extensive—some 
127 acres—nearly half of the site could not be used for 
building owing to old coal mines beneath A further: 
8 acres, forming the bank to a stream on one of the 
boundaries, were too steep for practical building purposes 
The practicable part of the site is on the brow of a hill 
commanding a fine view eastwards over pleasant country- 
side 

The client required storage areas of 310,000 sq. ft 
overall, food production areas of 330,000 sq. ft., a separate 
can-making building and workshops totalling 60,000 sq. ft., 
an appropriate administrative building and boiler house 
The factory will employ about 1,800 day and 500 night 
personnel. 

Very considerable expansion was expected It was 











taken together with expansion requirements, suggested 
consideration of two-storey as well as single-storey con- 
ceptions. By the use of site gradient and ramped roads it 
was found possible to introduce two working levels—a 
high level for unloading, storing, preparing and cooking 
and a low level for filling, sterilizing, packing, warehousing 
and despatch These two levels obviated the use and 
maintenance of elevators to give the gravity flow required 
in many of the processes. They added force to a two- 
storey argument. 

Maintenance considerations also favoured a two-storey 
The architects advised against the use of north 
light and similar structures, preferring to follow the 
American practice of using artificial light and a simple 
maintenance-free roof covering Roads and drainage 
were kept to a minimum and distances of travel, e.g., 
personnel to and from the canteen, services to and from 
equipment, were also considerably reduced 


choice 
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established at an early date that administrative facilities 
limited permissible production expansion to about 50 per 
cent., though warehouse expansion could be considerably 
greater 

Owing to the many different processes covering the 
manufacture of beans, spaghetti, soups, baby foods, etc., 
and the varying outputs of those commodities required 
from time to time, maximum flexibility was required. The 
factory was to be designed in such a way that alterations 
in plant layout, both after completion and also up to a 
late date before completion, could be made without 
difficulty The need for flexibility was increased by the 
ever-changing nature of machinery available for food 
production 

Although detailed processes vary with different com- 
modities the general * line * for all is similar. It can be 
compared with operations in a domestic kitchen on a very 
large scale. Food requires to be washed, cut up and 
prepared and put into cooking utensils. From these, after 
cooking, it flows into filling lines where it is canned. After 
the cans are sealed they pass through a sterilizing process 
before being packed, labelled and delivered to the ware- 
house for despatch. With many foods pumping is not 
permissible and a fundamental requirement in many of the 
lines is a vertical drop of some 30 ft. for gravity flow to 
and from the cooking utensils 

The size of the project and the restrictions of the site,

The solution may best be judged from the photographs 
and drawings. The road ramps leading to the two levels 
can be seen. Height requirements for the warehouse on 
the one hand and for the production floors on the other 
made possible the introduction of a mezzanine floor 
between the two production levels. This mezzanine floor 
has been used as a general circulation space for all per- 


sonnel and for all services. Further, site levels have made 
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possible the placing of the main entrance to the factory, 
which passes through the employee services building con- 
taining cloakrooms and canteen, at such a level that 
personnel leaving their buses can reach the mezzanine level 
by means of a bridge without going up or down staircases 
Within the mezzanine floor they circulate without passing 
through production departments and, on reaching their 
appropriate staircase, go up or down to the area in which 
they work. On the north side of the production building, 
cans manufactured in the can-making building, rise up 
through the roof to an overhead gantry which feeds into the 
same mezzanine floor, discharging the cans vertically over 
the filling lines. Service pipes from the boiler installation, 
were originally to use this same gantry, but other factors 
have led to these pipes being taken at ground level. They 
still ultimately reach the mezzanine floor and from there 
supply all departments 

Solid walls surround the storage departments. Curtain 
walls surrounding the eastern, production, areas give 
unimpeded views to personnel. Floor finishes in storage 
and production areas are each standardised for flexibility 
Ceilings with flush light fittings are carried uninterruptedly 
over production areas. There are few partitions and these 
are demountable. Columns and permanent walls, in the 
production departments, are tiled. All production machine 
bases are designed to be removable without damage to 
floor finishes. 

Construction and Materials.—The foundations are 
reinforced pile caps on cast in situ bulb footed piles. Each 
pile carries about 45 tons and the average load on each 
pile cap is 400 tons 














The warehouse section has a steel frame with a 24 ft. by 
32 ft. column grid. The production area is steel framed 
on a 48 ft. by 16 ft. grid and the employee services building 
(ESB) has a reinforced concrete frame with a column grid 
of 32 ft. by 20 ft The buildings’ total structural steel 
weighs 8,000 tons 

The warehouse floor is a 7-in. reinforced concrete slab, 
the production section upper floor a 7-in. slab and the 
mezzanine floor is 7-in. pre-cast concrete beams and 2$-in 
structural screed. The floor of the ESB is a 7-in. pre-cast 
concrete slab and finishing screed 

The warehouse section has a 20-in. cavity wall built in 
Accrington bricks. The production section has * Holo-

plast ° aluminium curtain walls on a 4-in. module and the 
ESB walls are also in Accrington bricks forming 11-in 
cavity walls in an exposed reinforced concrete frame 

The main building roof is built up with a light metal 
deck and fibre board insulation on steel purlins. The ESB 
roof is wood wall slabs on pre-cast concrete purlins 
Three-ply felt roofing has been used throughout. 

Fair-faced sand lime bricks have been used for load 
bearing inner walls and partitions. Non-load bearing 
walls internally are in light-weight concrete blocks. Sheet 
metal steel partitions have been used where they are 
required to be demountable. Internal doors are painted 
plywood in flush faced wood frames. In the warehouse 
section the fair-faced brick has been painted, and in the 
production areas walls are finished with glazed tiles to 
their full height 


Internal Finishes and Colours 


Monolithic granolithic flooring has been used in the 
warehouse section and in the production areas the floors 
are either brick paviors in the manufacturing areas, ot 
granolithic in the packing areas. Linoleum has been used in 
all offices and corridors. The production areas have flush 
ceilings formed from an impervious white plastic film 
sprayed on to a suspended ceiling. The warehouse section 
ceiling is fair-faced concrete 

Externally the colours used are the Accrington Red brick 
walls, pale grey infill panels on the curtain walling, fair- 
faced or white painted concrete and yellow columns seen 
through the glass of the curtain walling. Internally the 
linoleum floors are dark grey ; the pavior floors are brick 
red ; pale grey tiled walls and pale grey tiled columns are 
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seen in the production area, and white walls with brightly 
coloured feature sections and doors in the other 
All the ceilings are white 

The production areas are lit by semi-recessed hot cathode 
fluorescent fittings with moisture and insect proof plastic 
diffusers. The warehouse section has fluorescent lighting 
in open reflectors ; the offices are generally lit by fluores- 
cent tubes, and tungsten fittings are used in minor areas 

The heating system is designed to give a temperature of 
65 deg. F. internally when the outside temperature is 
30 deg. F. The production section is heated by live steam 
to air heater batteries in the plant rooms with the addition 
of low-pressure hot water radiators, convectors and unit 
heaters. The warehouse is heated by live steam to large 
fan convectors and the offices by low-pressure hot water 
radiators The total heating capacity is 85 million BThUs 
per hour 

The buildings are generally mechanically ventilated with 
supply and extract duct work, except in the warehouse 
section. The production area supply is 90 per cent of the 
extract, the packing areas and offices have an extract that 
is 85 per cent of the supply. 

Standardised colour schemes have been used throughout 
the production section. The bases, legs and chassis of 
machines are white ; bodies, casings and shields are neutral 
grey, and operating levers and handles are lime. Electrical 
switch boxes are blue and white, can runs are pale grey and 
danger points are picked out in red. All pipes follow a 
standard scheme of identification colours—air vacuum, 
light green ; compressed air, white ; soil water, black ; 
storm water, dark grey ; trade effluent, green ; electrical 
conduit, orange—except very low voltage, grey gas, 
yellow ; oil, light brown ; steam, aluminium ; condense, 
grey ; heating pipes, dark red and cold water pipes, blue

NEW TECHNIQUES AND THE BUILDING 


TRADE WORKER 


Conference sets up National Joint Committee to Plan Introduction 
of New Techniques and to Review Apprentices’ Craft Training

CONFERENCE called last week by the National Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives to discuss new techniques and their effect on the 


conditions of work and the training of the building worker, decided to set up 
a joint committee for the planned and agreed introduction of new techniques 
which should also review apprenticeship with the objective of widening the 


basis of craft training. 


The conference, which brought together about 140 


delegates of 19 building unions representing about a million and a quarter 
workers, was held from April 22-24 at Maritime House, Clapham Common, SW. 


Before the conference opened Mr. J. H. 
Mitts, the President, described the 
agenda as * fairly formidable.’ The sub- 
sequent hours of discussion showed the 
depth of this deliberate understatement 
only too clearly. Not unnaturally there 
was some hard-hitting, but throughout 
there was good humour, and the observer 
could not fail to have been impressed by 
the earnest desire of every speaker to 
make a truly constructive contribution to 
the debate. From this point of view the 
conference was an outstanding success 
and one of which the NFBTO have good 
reason to be more than proud. 

it was clear from the outset that any 
consideration of the impact of new and 
changing building techniques on trade 
union organisation could not be 
accurately gauged without some con- 
sideration being given to the two main 
agreements under which building and 
civil engineering work is conducted. The 
labourers’ unions did not altogether share 
this view, and their spokesmen were more 
than a little critical of the imputations 
that two separate agreements had the 
effect of denying to the Operatives true 
unity of organisation, retarded the general 
recognition of a central policy throughout 
the country or contributed to a lack of 
control on the particular sites. On the 
other hand the craft unions seemed to be 
quite convinced that the time had come 
to make a positive move towards unity of 
purpose—a move which to them seemed 
impossible when two sets of industrial 
agreements were operating. 


4 Conflict of Control 

Those most directly concerned with the 
engineering agreement were at some 
pains to justify their position both now and 
in the past, but the craftsmen’s spokesmen 
left little doubt that this agreement was being 
used far too much for work that was purely 
of a building nature; that there was too much 
overtime under that agreement; and that 
they had little faith in the ability of the main 
unions affiliated to the Civil Engineering 
Conciliation Board to exercise proper con 
trol, 

It seems that on many of the sites where 
work is being conducted under civil engineer- 
ing conditions, the responsibility for trade 
union organisation is often largely left to the 
comparatively few craftsmen on the site. It 
was contended that in most instances it was 
they who brought pressure to bear on non- 
organised workers to join the general 
workers’ unions, and to that extent they were 


civil 


in fact doing the recruiting work. The extent 
of this problem from the NFBTO’s point of 
view was indicated by information given that 
there were over half a million non-organised 
workers in the building trade—the vast 
majority of them unskilled, or, at best, semi- 
skilled. ‘They have,’ one speaker averred, 
‘been lifted to the highest point ever 
achieved by unskilled or semi-skilled workers 
on the backs of the craftsman.’ 

It was not surprising therefore that, after 
prolonged discussion along these lines, the 
delegates acquiesced to a suggestion put for- 
ward by the president that the subject be 
referred to the executive council for a work- 
ing party to prepare a single agreement 
which might serve in the place of the existing 
two, 


Avoiding Trouble 

Having cleared the air on this important 
issue the conference then turned its attention 
to the examination of the views submitted by 
affiliated unions on the subject of new tech- 
niques. Those who presented the papers did 
their job well, and in many instances the 
observer was struck by the resourcefulness 
which building trade union officials often 
exercise to avoid head-on clashes between 
unions on demarcation problems. The 
general feeling gained was that although 
demarcation issues in building often get 
unfavourable publicity, that did not always 
mean that earnest attempts to avoid them 
were not made. 

The craft unions again seemed to be most 
conscious of the threat to their future. A 
large factory built at Swindon mainly with- 
out the aid of craft skill and a large office 
block on the riverside in London costing 
£1'4m. where no more than 50 men were 
employed on the site at any one time were 
instances given of the trends in building 
design and site operations today. Delegates 
were invited to look round at the coved ceil- 
ings and carved panelling of the conference 
hall at Maritime House in which they were 
gathered. * This won't happen again,’ they 
were told by one speaker. This was the 
‘ordinary manner of building’ with which 
most of them had grown up, but today pre- 
fabrication, precast concrete products, metal 
partitioning and so on were bringing about 
such changes in the life and work o: the 
building worker that it was imperative for 
him to build up a general understanding of 
the position and thus seek to reshape the 
building unions accordingly. 

The high standard of forward-looking 
thought was continued on the conference's 
second day, though it would be true to say,

perhaps, that while al] were forward-looking, 
some looked further forward than others. 
The spokesman of the plumbers, for 
instance, while complaining of lack of co 
operation with the heating employers, felt 
that the time for training apprentices in a 
variety of trades was not yet, neither for 
interchangeability of crafts. He was brought 
back sharply to reality by the general 
secretary of the Scottish painters who 
reminded the delegates that they were there 
to give recognition to the fact that revolu- 
tionary change was being made in the 
industry. He was followed by a spokesman 
for the National Society of Painters who felt 
that present conditions either presaged a re- 
orientation of training for crafts or else a 
limitation of apprenticeship. 

Then it was the turn of the marginal 
unions whose membership, comprising men 
who are largely engaged in the assembly 
trades called into being by the new tech- 
niques, provided some ol the problems under 
consideration by the conference. The 
Enginemen, Firemen, Mechanics and Elec- 
trical Workers’ spokesman emphasised that 
this new type of membershjp associated with 
mechanisation on sites was not found on 
small jobs but for the most part worked in 
the plant yards; such men were paid rates 
for the most part as operate in the civil 
engineering industry, They were not classi- 
fied as craftsmen. Why? 

Following on, the National Secretary of 
the Transport and General Workers, a union 
which includes many of the men who, as 
labourers, operate the new skills. which 
recent building methods demand, supple- 
mented a memorandum prepared by the 
union (which stated that the conference was 
unlikely to achieve its objective if the policy 
was directed to safeguard any particular sec- 
tion, or the considerations were centred 
around issues of demarcation) by stating 
categorically that the problem before them 
was to find a place for the semi-skilled men 
who had come up from the labourers’ side. 
* New techniques,’ he declared, * require new 
skills to service them.’ 

This objective note, which was listened 
to with attention if not with enthusiasm by 
the recognised craft unions, was continued 
by Mr. KENNETH CAMPBELL, President of 
the Association of Building Technicians 
(which is affiliated to the NFBTO) who made 
the point that new methods and techniques 
did not arise in the minds of builders but 
came from architects and civil engineers. 
The unions, he thought, should study the 
basic construction of modern buildings and 
develop their knowledge of how to apply 
their skills to that development. He 
thought their future lay along two limes: (a) 
They should look at the training of young 
people coming into the industry and see in 
what ways one craft could be linked with 
another; and (b) unions must continue to 
press for closer linkage with unions, and 
particularly should efforts be made to bring 
in those that might seem to be antagonistic. 


Constructive Proposals 


Perhaps most constructive of all were pro- 
posals brought forward by the Amalgamated 
Union of Building Trades Workers which 
suggested that: 

(a) new techniques which replace pre- 
viously recognised craft operations should 
be integrated within agreed crafts; 





(b) there should be established a national 
joint committee for the planned and agreed 
introduction of new techniques; 

(c) the unions should consider the pos- 
sibility of creating a central research unit 
capable of assessing new methods. This 
unit also to publicise the use of craft 
methods of construction; 

(d) apprenticeship to be reviewed with 
the objective of widening the basis of craft 
training so that, while fewer basic crafts 
remain in existence, the new operative 
could adapt himself to a wide field of 
operation; 

(e) there should be consideration of 
amalgamation or ways at least in which 
greater co-operation between unions can be 
brought about; and 

(f) one constructional trades agreement be 
brought into existence for the whole of the 
industry, instead of two as at present. 

Speaking to this paper, the Amalgamated 
Union’s secretary, Mr. GeorGeE LOWTHIAN, 
made an impressively statesmanlike speech. 
The problems, he said, were not the prob- 
lems of single unions, and as such each 
union must be prepared to do its part to 
plan the industry. If one looked at the 
contractors’ board on any large site, one 
could see 40 or 50 different sub-trades 
named, Was it suggested that these required 
40 or 50 different types of operative? 
‘We need to find a plan for all workers 
within the present framework,’ he declared. 
‘ As a first step we must establish a national 
joint committee to examine the new changes 
and devise a new structure to meet them. 
The operatives have .a right equa! to that 
of the employers to decide what and when 
and how new techniques be introduced.’ 

Other points made by Mr. Lowthian were 
that the unions needed an effective propa- 
ganda machine to bring home to the public 
as well as the employers the claims and 
value of the unions. Then priority must be 
given to the question of apprenticeship. 
* Jacks-of-all-trades are not required, he 
declared, ‘but there is ample scope for 
examination of the format of training. We 
can’t look upon industry in the old 
traditional way; we must train construc 
tional workers to meet the challenge of the 
new constructional assembly. And we must 
foster team-spirit.’ 


Demarcation Problems 


On the subject of inter-union relations, 
M1. Lowthian remarked that demarcation 
problems made closer working between 
unions essential. If that co-operation was 
not secured, there would be an increase in 
the number of trade unions: * It is trades that 
create unions, not unions trades’ he added. 
And finally: ‘Changes can’t be achieved 
overnight, but it is possible to create circum- 
stances in which our unions can meet and 
try to iron out matters at issue. If we can 
do that, we shall have moved a long way 
towards one union for the building and civil 
engineering industries. There can be no 
room in the United Kingdom for two agree- 
ments covering the same industry.’ 

The conference then proceeded to debate 
the proposals, at the conclusion of which 
the decision was taken by an overwhelming 
majority to set up the national joint com- 
mittee called for in the AUBTW 
memorandum.

THE presentation of the Royal Gold 
Medal is to take place on May 26 at 
6 p.m. when Professor Mies van der 
Rohe will be present in person to receive 
the award from Mr. Basil Spence, OBE.

At the RIBA meeting on June 16 fol- 
lowing the announcement of the Council 
election results the president will talk 
about his recent tour in Africa and will 
show coloured slides taken during his 
visit. This will take the place of the 
discussion on Professional Status which 
had previously been announced for that 
evening, but it is hoped to arrange a 
paper on this subject early next session. 

The Exhibition of Chinese Architec- 
ture will be presented at the RIBA early 
in July and not in June as previously 
announced. This later showing will mean 
that the exhibition will remain on view 
for a longer period.

AN all-party deputation of both Houses 
of Parliament, in which the House of 
Commons Yacht Club took part, was 
received on April 22 by Mr. Henry 
Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. 

The deputation emphasised the need to 
place the shores of the Solent under a 
particularly vigorous planning control 
and discussed with the Minister various 
methods of securing this, including the 
possibility of a Solent National Park. 
The Minister explained that it lay with 
the National Parks Commission to put 
forward to him any proposals for 
National Parks, and not vice versa, and 
the deputation decided to make an 
approach to the Commission. 

The deputation included Sir Alfred 
Bossom, MP (Admiral of the House of 
Commons Yacht Club), and Lord Mot- 
tistone. 


Modular Co-ordination in Building 


Tue British Standards Institution is

On the most important recommendation 
that is the size of the module—the 
committee concerned emphasises that a 
final decision has not yet been taken.

EVERYDAY THINGS 
By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 
LXXVIUI.—Topping- Out 


HAD begun to wonder whether the 

expression ‘ topping-out’ had died out 
or whether the custom itself had fallen 
into disuse until I saw the other day that 
the ceremony was still being observed. 
Nevertheless, I do not think it goes on 
to the same extent as in days gone by 
when every building seemed to have its 
own topping-out occasion. I refer, of 
course, to the old custom of hoisting the 
flag when the topmost point of a building 
is reached. This used to be a fairly simple 
point to locate when buildings had a 
pitched roof and perhaps a chimney pot 
going through it, but to-day there is prob- 
ably nothing but a flat roof and no highest 
point. 

It may be that the custom is in any 
case being allowed to fall into disuse as 
one of those sentimental occasions which 
are Out of harmony with modern times 
and methods; I have even heard it said 
that it savours of patronage. How silly! 

I always used to enjoy the ceremony, 
for ceremony it certainly was, with the 
client drinking beer with the men on the 
job when they reached the highest point. 
I saw nothing but goodwill and good 
fellowship on these occasions and it gave 
the owner a chance to get to know the 
foreman and his men. Unfortunately, all 
the trades were not represented, but those 
who were had done the heavy work. In 
the days when the bricklayer did plaster- 
ing and the plumber did tiling, I suppose 
the trades were better represented than 
they would be to-day. 











I can recall many of these happy occa- 
sions, in both winter and summer, when 
we sat around the coke fire or spread 
ourselves on planks or scaffolding in the 
mid-day sun. The architect usually acted 
aS master of ceremonies, although the 
owner was the host, and it was the archi 
tect’s role to introduce the men to the 
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owner. I have seldom seen the master 
builder himself there: perhaps tradition 
had it that this was an occasion for the 
workmen only, but I do not know about 
this. 

Quite a little organisation went in to 
the preparation for the most successful 
topping-out ceremonies. A small barrel 
of beer was better than bottles, but care 
had to be taken in handling it. Glasses 
were borrowed from the local pub, for 
beer tastes better from a glass than a cup. 
There was no food and no speeches— 
except on the odd occasions when some- 
one felt moved to deliver one. 

Now I have only just realised that this 
ceremony can only really be properly held 
when there is a private owner. You can 
not imagine a limited liability company, 
a local authority or a government depart- 
ment drinking beer with the men when 
the flag is hoisted. So let us hope that 
sufficient private owners will survive to 
preserve the tradition. 

P.S.—Since writing this | find that the 
ancient ceremony, far from dying out, is 
being given a new lease of life with 
scarlet-coated toastmasters to herald the 
cranes as they lift the last skip of con- 
crete, whilst the beer-drinking party on 
the ground is being graced by Directors 
and Mayors. 


WELSH SCHOOL OF 
ARCHITECTURE 
Appointment of Reader 


THe outline report on the Oxford Con 
ference on Architectural Education included 
the following paragraph: ‘In spite of the 
strong arguments for University schools it 
was clearly recognised that several Institu 
tions outside the Universities were capable 
of developing their training to a University 
level. Experimental developments in schools 
of advanced technology would give these 
Institutions the opportunity of advancing 
those aspects of Architectural Education 
which are proper to their framework and of 
adding to the variety of skills that 
required of the architect.’ 

It is believed that of the eight colleges of 
advanced technology throughout the country 
only one—the Welsh College—includes a 
school of architecture. 

The Welsh School of Architecture, Cardiff, 
is alive to the opportunities and in order to 
take advantage of them has decided to 
appoint a Reader whose first duties will be 
to carry out research and to put forward pro- 
posals for experiments in architectural edu- 
cation, including the possibilities of integ- 
rated training for the various branches of 
the building industry centred on the School 
of Architecture. There is a Department of 
Building in the College of Advanced Tech- 
nology, and the School of Architecture has 
associations with the University of Wales 
in that a degree course is run parallel to 
the normal diploma course. 

Realising the importance of maintaining 
the closest possible link between teaching 
and practical building, the Board of Gover 
nors have recently brought the school into 
line with the RIBA’s requirements that the 
head and staff of the school shall have the 
right to practice privately unrestricted except 
by their duties to the school. Here then, it is 
stated, is an opportunity for somebody to do 
something really worthwhile.

IN PARLIAMENT

FIRE RISK IN FACTORIES 
A SERIES of Government amendments 

to the clauses of the Factories Bill 
dealing with fire risk and fire prevention 
were agreed to when the report stage of 
the Bill was taken on April 14. Their 
object was to transfer the responsibility 
for the certification of factories in con- 
nection with means of escape in case of 
fire from the district councils to the exist- 
ing fire authorities—the county and 
county borough councils. 

Mr. RicHAaRD Woop, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Labour, moving the 
amendments, emphasised that they implied 
no dissatisfaction with the work which dis- 
trict councils had done in the past in connec- 
tion with the issue of fire escape certificates. 
He anticipated some of the concern which 
MPs later expressed by saying that one of 
the arguments put forward was that this 
work was closely related to the work of 
planning and building control, at present 
carried out by district councils, and there- 
fore it would be better, so it was argued, if 
the two jobs were still kept together. 

Having considered all the points he was 
convinced the committee’s decision to trans- 
fer the functions to the fire authorities was 
right. He was convinced that this being a 
fire job, and being as closely connected as 
any job could be with fire matters, it should 
be in the hands of the fire experts—the fire 
authorities. It was the intention of the 
Government, if the House agreed with the 
principle embodied in the amendments, to 
put down an amendment to regularise the 
position in Scotland when the Bill went to 
the House of Lords. 

For the Opposition, Mr. ANTHONY 
GREENWOOD welcomed the amendments but 
commented that local government associa- 
tions had stressed certain difficulties. The 
Association of Municipal Corporations had 
written to him: ‘ District councils, as build- 
ing by-law authorities, have to pass the plans 
of new factories and it would clearly lead to 
extra administrative work, confusion and 
additional cost to factory owners if building 
plans were approved by by-law authorities 
and then, after the building had been con 
structed, the fire authorities required altera- 
tions.’ 

That, said Mr. Greenwood, was a fair 
point but he would have thought they were 
purely administrative difficulties and that 
they could be resolved administratively. All 
that was needed was good will, co-operation 
and suitable administrative arrangements 
between the various local authorities con- 
cerned, He hoped the Minister could assure 
them that the Government intended to pro- 
mote proper arrangements for consultation 
between the local authorities. 

Mr. GEOFFREY RIPPON said he was con 
cerned that there would be a clear conflict 
of authority between the fire authority carry- 
ing out its new duty and the district councils 
carrying out their by-law functions under the 
Public Health Act, 1936, to approve the plans 
of the proposed factories submitted to them. 
A great difficulty might arise if the builder 
of a factory sent a duplicate set of plans to 
the fire authority and both authorities 


reached their decisions simultaneously, one 
approving a structure of wood and the other 
stating that it must be a structure of steel. 
They had both made their decisions but there 
was clear conflict. 

Sirk CyriL BLAckK said the district councils 
would still have the same kind of powers in 
respect of flats, tenements, shops and other 
buildings more than two storeys high as it 
was proposed to take away from them in 
respect of factories. He was satisfied that 
the right way was to leave the duties as they 
were at the moment, with district councils, 
but to make it obligatory on district counci!s 
to consult the fire authorities before reaching 
a decision. 

Mr. READER Harris said there was a com- 
pulsive reason why the certification duties 
should be placed on fire authorities. That 
was that at the time of the Keighley fire, 20 
years after the 1937 procedure for certifica- 
tion was instituted, still less than 50 per cent 
of factories in this country had been certified. 
Merely to certify that a factory had suitable 
means of escape was less than half the hattle. 
The important thing was to follow-up inspec- 
tion. The only people who could do that 
job properly were the fire prevention officers 
and the fire authorities. Mr. HOWELL com 
mented that if a firé authority had to certify 
a factory as being fire-proof, it was worth 
offending district councils who warted to 
remain in their littke domains as the certify 
ing authorities. 


Up-to-date Exits 


Mr. D. Jones wondered if there was to be 
any form of statutory consultation between 
the fire prevention officer and the planning 
authority in passing plans for a new factory 
in order to ensure that when a factory was 
built it had the most up-to-date means of 
exit in the event of fire. 

Mr. Ropens, from the Opposition Front 
Bench, said they were not concerned with 
rivalries between local authorities but with 
the safety, in relation to fire hazards, of the 
7 or 8 million workpeople who worked in 
factories. The people in whom he was pre 
pared to put his trust in relation to the 
whole question of fire hazard were the fire 
prevention officers. He hoped the Minister 
would say that because some _ district 
councils were responsible for looking at the 
plans of buildings, there would be consulta- 
tions, but he (Mr. Robens) wanted the 
responsibility of the law put on the fire 
prevention authority. 

Mr. Woop, replying to the debate, said 
that put very simply, the conflict of 
authority likely to exist under the arrange 
ments now suggested was that the means of 
escape, which was part of the structure, 
would “be the responsibility of the fire pre- 
vention authorities, while the structure as a 
whole, and the building by-laws which the 
district councils must approve, would be the 
responsibility of the district councils. It 
was clear some means must be found to over 
come the difficulty. He did not know what 
that means would be but he would give an 
undertaking that they would try to find some 
way of dealing with the problem and if 
necessary they would table an amendment 
when the Bill went to the House of Lords 
He would like to try to think of ways to 
make consultation as full and effective as 
possible 


The amendments were agreed to. 
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Mr. Woop moved another amendment to 
give effect to an undertaking he had given 
earlier on to a suggestion that plans should 
be submitted with any application for a fire 
escape certificate. It was suggested in the 
amendment, which was agreed to, that the 
Minister should have power to make regula- 
tions specifying what kind of plans might be 
necessary. It was a rather complicated 
matter, said Mr. Wood, because the kind of 
plans necessary would probably vary from 
case to case. 

On the clause dealing with powers of entry 
of officers of fire authorities, amendments 
were agreed to which had the effect of pro- 
viding that when a fire brigade officer was 
designated to carry out the duty of examin- 
ing fire escapes, it should also be possible 
for a factory inspector to empower him 
to look at other fire matters. Mr. Wood 
said it was agreed in the committee that the 
factory inspector should empower officers 
of fire brigades only with the consent of the 
fire authority, and in one of the amend- 
ments they were trying to achieve that. In 
practice he did not think would be 
any great difficulty. 

Moving the third reading of the Bill, Mr. 
lAIN MACLEOD, Minister of Labour, said they 
had made an enormously important stride 
forward in the clauses dealing with fire pre 
vention, particularly by introducing for the 
first time the conception of prevention. The 
Bill was only a framework. The work had 
not yet started and they must look to both 
sides of industry, to local authorities, to the 
safety, health and welfare department of the 
Ministry and to Factory Inspectors to make 
sure that what they had tried to do in words 
would be translated in time into deeds. 

The Bill was read the third time and in 
the House of Lords on April 15 it received 
its formal first reading.

digs exclusion of the Federation of 
Master Builders from the National 


Joint Council for the Building Industry was 
mentioned on April 21, when Mr. GRAHAM 
PAGE moved a proposed new clause and an 
amendment to the Terms and Conditions of 
Employment (formerly the Wages Council 
(Amendment) Bill), which later completed 
its report stage and was read the third time. 

Mr. Page said his proposals related to 
Clause 8 (Settlement of claims as to 
recognised terms and conditions of employ- 
ment) which was added to the Bill follow- 
ing discussions between the Minister and 
the TUC and British Employers Confedera- 
tion. That clause provided that where a 
claim was reported to the Minister that 
terms or conditions of employment had been 
agreed and were not being observed, the 
Minister could take steps to settle the claim 
and that if he failed to settle it, he had to 
refer the matter to the Industrial Court. To 
give the Minister that power the clause stated 
that the parties to the agreement or award 
must represent a ‘substantial proportion’ 
of the employers and of the workers in the 
trade affected. 

The new clause and amendment he was 
moving were intended to ensure that it was 
a matter for the judgment of the Industrial 
Court whether the parties to an agreement

RIBA AMENDMENT TO PLANNING 
BILL REJECTED

AN amendment to the Town and 
Country Planning Bill which provided 
that the Exchequer should pay an additional 
grant in respect of additional compensation 
paid, was defeated by 54 votes to 19 on 
April 23 when the House of Lords began 
the committee stage of the Bill. There were 
169 amendments on the order pad, many 
tabled by the Government, and other days

ViscouNT Kitmuir, the Lord Chancellor, 
said he had had the chance of considering 
what the RIBA had said. The Institute did 
not submit to the Minister any comments 
on the Bill until after the statement of Lord 
Silkin and there had been no opportunity 
to explain to the Institute the many fallacies 
in the arguments they had advanced. He 
vielded to no one in his admiration and 
respect for the Institute or its members but 
with the greatest respect to them. he would 
suggest they were hardly the body qualified 
to make recommendations on the division 
of financial responsibility between the 
Exchequer and local authorities. 

He would like peers to consider the state- 
ment made, which formed the basis of the 
Institute’s argument, about the effect of the 
Bill on the preparation of development 
plans. Development plans indicated pro- 
pesals for future public development and 
allocated or zoned areas for private develop 
ment. In indicating future development the 
plans, he would say, depressed values 
rather than enhanced them. That was why, 
for example, the ‘blight’ clauses were 
necessary. 

Zoning areas for private development 
plans would only enhance values in so far 
as they created scarcity by zoning less land 
than would meet the demands of the market. 
In neither case, therefore, would the Bill 
induce authorities, as the Institute thought, 
to show less land for either public or 
private development than was needed on an

In other grant categories 
local authorities would also benefit and he 
submitted this was a perfectly fair arrange 
ment for the Exchequer § and 
authorities.

Terminal Sections of Route I 
Cause Common Council Discussion 


OUTE 11—the City of London's pro- 

posed new main road—and the 
precincts of St. Paul’s were discussed by 
the Court of Common Council at their 
meeting on April 23 when they were con- 
sidering the report of their improvements 
and town planning committee. 

An amendment to the committee's 
review of works during the past year was 
moved by Mayor S. E. SANDLE, saying the 
report should be received with regret that 
there was no reference to any progress in 
relation to the problem of the terminal 
sections of Route 11, or to the com- 
mittee’s proposed course of action relating 
to a recent Ministerial letter regarding St. 
Paul's Precinct. Route 11 was due to be 
opened in a few months, said Major 
Sandle, but still the committee had told 
the Court nothing about the solution of 
the problem of the terminal sections. 

The committee (he said) were recommend- 
ing that day that they should acquire 
premises in Little Britain for £50,000 which 
were on Route I! but he did not think the 
committee were right to make such a recom 
mendation when they had not submitted to 
the Court a solution for the Route 11 scheme 
at that end. It was time they said they were 
tired of spending public money on _ the 
scheme and they should ask to be allowed 
to go ahead with their own ideas 

Replying, the chairman of the committee, 
Mr. BeNJAMIN ARTHUR, said progress was 
being made on the plans for the terminal 
sections of Route 11 and discussions with 
the Minister of Transport on the final details 
of the Route were in fact almost complete 
On the St. Paul’s Precinct, he said that as 
soon as current negotiations with interested 
developers were complete the necessary 
report would be submitted to the Court

Mr. F. ¢ ANDERSON then moved the 
back to the committee’s recom 
mendation concerning the property in Little 
Britain. The committee, he said. had 
reported that they had received a request

They are both lighter and cheaper than the 
natural product and almost identical in 
appearance. There are samples of 
stone from a recently re-opened quarry in 
the Lake District.

A Lively Discussion 


RGUMENTS for and against turning 

railways into roadways were dis- 
cussed before a crowded audience of 
both road and railway enthusiasts at 
Caxton Hall, London, on April 14. A 
panel of speakers, representing the two 
opposite points of view, answered ques- 
tions from both factions in the audience. 
Replies from each side were greeted by 
cheering, laughter and applause from the 
rival camps. Mr. B. W. PENDRED pre- 
sided. 

The meeting was held jointly by the 
Railway Development Association 
ardent advocates of the modernisation of 
main, secondary and rural branch lines 

and the Railway Conversion League, 
whose theme is that railways should be 
converted into motorways. 

Opening the case for the RCL was 
Mr. GORDON ENGLAND, who was trained 
as a railway engineer, later became a 
racing motorist and designed motor cars, 
and has held an air pilot’s licence since 
1909. (‘Its a curious thing [I'm the 
only railway man in the audience, he 
remarked.) Mr. England said he looked 
at this as a national problem. The nation 
was faced with a traffic crisis. Traffic 
facilities must either serve the national 
interest or be supplanted. ‘The crisis is 
one of immense gravity and size and 
requires something of an imaginative kind 
to be done.’ 

How many people had really under- 
stood the importance of movement in 
the cost of everything in our society? 
Movement accounted for 70 per cent of 
the total cost of everything. This was 
likely to be a determining factor in the 
country’s ability to compete in world 
markets. Road transport accounted for 
80 per cent of the traffic of the nation. 
It was forecast that by 1967 the number 
of vehicles on.the roads would be double 
the present 74 million. In the environ- 
ment of today, millions of citizens had 
found that transport by road was a 
preferable method. ‘But if you get 
congestion on the roads to the stage of 
paralysis, he said, ‘it might be a death 
blow to the nation’s capacity to compete.’ 


Solution Needed 


A solution to the problem must be 
found which did not attempt to set the 
clock back. All we needed as a nation 
was free-flowing traffic—the freer the 
better. ‘The Railway Conversion League 
says that traffic free from all restrictions 
is necessary to safeguard Britain's eco- 
nomic security.’ It would be impossible 
as things stood to build sufficient roads 
to be adequate to the needs of the nation. 
Civilian traffic, he added, should not be 
subsidised. ‘The only way we see of 
achieving the nation’s needs is by con- 
verting the railways to a new system of 
roads. They would be so far ahead of 
anything any other nation is doing that 
Britain would establish a leadership which 
it would be very hard to overtake. The 
alternative to this visionary and imagina- 
tive view is economic strangulation.’ 


INTO ROADS? 


An important point was that the morale 
of railwaymen had been greatly lowered. 
‘If they thought that their splendid asset 
was being turned to a right and proper 
use—a developing use—I am sure they 
would regain their morale and know their 
futu§ was assured in this new field.’ 


Case for RDA 


Mr. B. D. J. Wasu, hon. secretary of 
the Railway Club, opened the case for 
the Railway Development Association. 
This case did not stand simply and solely 
against the conversion of railways into 
roads, he said. The Association encour- 
aged traffic to use the railways, but it did 
not wish to abolish other forms of trans- 
port. ‘ We agree there is a national traffic 
crisis, but not that roads carry 80 per cent 
of the traffic. Railways carry over 50 
per cent on the basis of ton mileage, and 
probably about three times the long dis- 
tance traffic on the roads, he declared, 
adding the conversion of railways into 
roads would increase the road mileage of 
the country by only 10 per cent. Chaos 
was on the roads, not the railways. 

‘Are we to abolish the one form of 
transport where chaos does not reign and 
extend that where chaos does reign?’ It 
was a simple engineering principle that a 
rail on a narrow running surface reduced 
friction. Railways were much more 
efficient economically. Long trains took 
full advantage of increased mechanical 
efficiency. 

Amid great applause, Mr. Walsh re- 
ferred in contrast to the ‘ horrible experi- 
ence’ of the Preston motorway, ‘on 
which no trouble or expense was spared.’ 

After speaking of safety devices on 
railways, which sought to eliminate the 
human factor, Mr. Walsh said that for 
that reason alone more traffic should be 
attracted to the railways. Railways also 
had the responsibility of dealing with 
unexpected surges of traffic. ‘ That is of 
enormous value to the nation,’ he said. 

Regarding the physical difficulties of 
conversion into roadways, he said that 
the full width of a double track was only 
22 to 24 ft., and 22 ft. was the minimum 
width laid down by the Ministry of 
Transport for roads of the present type. 
‘The situation with single lines is even 
more fantastic. They are 13 ft. wide, 
against the Ministry of Transport’s 16 ft. 
for even minor roads. That is without 
a verge and with a sheer drop on either 
side.’ The project, he added, was in the 
realms of extravagant fantasy—extrava- 
gant in more ways than one. How could 
there be sufficient check on the road- 
worthiness of millions of vehicles to 
enable the converted roads to be used 
(in the words of the League) for ‘ really 
fast traffic ?’ 

In a free-for-all question and discussion 
period which followed, the speakers and 
their supporting panel amplified their 
arguments further. Bricaprer T. I. 
Lioyp, a founder-member of the RCL, 
was asked how he would eliminate acci- 
dents from human failure on the proposed 
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new roads. He replied that while the 
human factor could not be eliminated, 
the accident rate in a better road system 
would fall, as it did on the American 
motorways. ‘The accident business is 
tremendously exaggerated,’ he said. 

Mr. R. FE. R. HAMMOND, AMICE, was 
asked if the RDA was really a * railway 
defence organisation.’ He replied that 
the biggest power station required 10,000 
tons of coal a day. Bric, LLoyp said that 
the coal could be delivered in 24-ton 
lorries. He asserted, amid applause, that 
one lorry arriving every four minutes 
would be sufficient, and that even then 
the approach road would not be fully 
used. 

Mr. C. Rowe, for the RDA, was asked 
if railways were ‘immune from the 
process of obsolescence,’ by which such 
means as horses and sailing ships became 
in time obsolete. 

He replied that while the roads were 
bogged down, railways were looking 
forward to a brighter future. The rail 
vehicle had evolved from the horse-drawn 
tram and there had been no retrogression. 
There was a good case for converting 
roads into railways rather than the 
opposite. 


* Uneconomic’ Private Cars 


Another questioner, remarking that the 
pre-nationalisation railways never paid a 
dividend, asked if the root cause was 
over-capitalisation. 

Mr. HAMMOND: The Transport Com- 
mission are one of the biggest operators 
of road transport—an integral part of the 
whole transport system—while the railway 
construction programme is admirable 
The only thing wrong is the enormous 
number of private cars, which are un- 
economic. 

Bric.. Liroyp: ‘* Over-capitalisation’ 
implies that British Railways are handi- 
capped. Their interest payments, £4] 
millions, are only 4 per cent on £1,000 
millions. It is trifling compared with what 
they are losing. They own hundreds of 
acres of the most highly-priced land in 
the world and are losing astronomically 
larger sums than the capital charges. 

Mr. WaLsH: Look at the problem pro- 
perly. Capital was invested many years 
ago, when land was bought for sums far 
in advance of what it was worth. Before 
the war heavy remunerative traffic went 
by road and empties were sent on the 
railways, who were common carriers. 
The railways invested money in improv- 
ing their worth, and if they had not done 


so they might have broken down during 
the war.

Lyceum Theatre Site 


T the meeting of the London County 

Council on April 21, Mr. F. LAWRENCE 
asked the chairman of the Town Planning 
Committee if the Council had any plans in 
view for road improvement or development 
on the land at present occupied by the 
Lyceum Theatre, Westminster, and was the 
land owned by the Council? 

In reply. Mr. R. EpMoNDs said that the 
answer to both questions was * Yes.” The 
Lyceum Theatre had been bought by the 
Council in 1939 for the Strand-Wellington- 
street improvement. The scheme had to 
remain in abeyance owing to the war, but 
it was programmed to commence within the 
first 12 years of the draft programme 
approved by the Town Planning Committee 
for submission to the Nugent Committee on 
London Roads. 

Mr. R. Vicars asked the chairman of the 
Town Planning Committee if planning per- 
mission had been granted for the erection 
of the building of which the Columbia 
Cinema, Shaftesbury-avenue, Westminster. 
formed part, and if so, was a condition im- 
posed requiring the provision of car-parking 
accommodation and if that were the case 
what were the terms of the condition? Also, 
was it a fact that no parking accommodation 
was available to patrons of the Cinema, and 
would he arrange for this matter to be 
brought before the Town Planning Commit- 
tee as soon as possible in order that they 
might consider what action, if any, could be 
taken in this case and in similar cases in 
the future? 
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Mr. EDMONDS, in bis reply, said planning 
permission had been granted for this build 
ing. The plans submitted provided for car 
parking accommodation on the first floor. 
This accommodation had in fact been pro 
vided as part of the building, although it 
appeared that it was not at present in use. 
It was made a condition of the permission 
given on October 18, 1956, that this car park 
should be used solely for the accommoda 
tion of occupiers and users of the building 
and for no other purpose except with the 
prior consent of the Council. He was given 
to understand that no parking accommoda 
tion was available to patrons of the cinema 
The matter was to come before the Town 
Planning Committee 


Car Parks in City 


Mr. Vicars also asked the chairman of 
the Town Planning Committee if any appli 
cations for planning permission to erect 
multi-storey car parks in the City of 
London had been refused, or recommended 
for refusal, recently. If so, on what grounds, 
and did the chairman consider such action 
helpful in relation to London's traffic prob- 
lems ? 

In reply Mr. EpmMonps said four applica 
tions, giving a total of approximately 1,740 
car places, had been approved. One, for a 
site between Upper Thames-street and the 
River, for approximately 500 cars, had been 
refused because the exclusive use of this 
site for car parking was considered to make 
less of the site than its waterside position 
merited. Furthermore, the type of building 
proposed was likely to have an unsatisfac 
tory appearance from the River and to pre 
judice proper redevelopment of the rive: 
side. The City Corporation was, however, 
informed that in any use of the site for a 
car park, cars should be kept under a 
podium, the roof of which could be used as 
a riverside terrace for public use. 

The Council’s action should be mest 
helpful in getting car parking provision 

Mr. D. TuTaev asked the chairman of 
the Town Planning Committee what action, 
if any, had been taken with regard to the 
disused bus station at the foot of Putney 
High-street, Wandsworth and what plans 
wete envisaged for rebuilding in this area 
should it be cleared. Also had public access 
to the River Thames been provided for in 
any such plans and, if so, would he arrange 
for further consideration to be given to the 
possibility of providing a public walk 
between Wandsworth Park and the old 
Ranelagh polo ground? Would he also give 
some assurance that the grounds of the 
Parish Church of St. Mary’s were ieft intact, 
and that the church’s religious and architec 
tural significance would receive proper con 
sideration in any plans which are drawn up” 

Mr. EpMoNps replied that no action had 
been taken by the Council. A town plan 
ning application had been received from a 
prospective purchaser for the redevelopment 
of the site by the erection of a 15-storey 
office block. This had not yet been con 
sidered by his Committee. 

The application referred to provided fo: 
public access to the river at a point where 
it would clearly be welcome. This would 
necessarily be a longterm objective which 
the appropriate Committees would bear in 
mind when the opportunities for redevelop- 
ment arose. On the final point the answer 
was * Yes.’

FORMOSA. — A large lumber project 
financed by the Taiwan Provincial Govern- 
ment and US Aid, will include the building 
of a processing mill in the Tansheshen forest 
area.... The largest air base in the Far East 
is to be built at Taichung in Central 
Formosa. With a 12,000 ft. runway and 
covering 2,300 acres the airfield will cost 
US $25m.... A Development Loan Fund 
agreement has been signed for a loan of US 
$21.5m. in addition to US $8m. supplied 
from ICA funds to complete the first phase 
of the Shihmen Dam project. The dam will 
he 16 miles long. . . . The Provincial High- 
way Bureau has revealed that the Provincial 
Government is planning to invite priyate 
investors to build a new motorway between 
faipei and Keelung. 

INDONESIA.—The Shell Company have 
announced that they have decided to pro- 
ceed with the construction of a 260-km.-long 
pipeline leading from their Tandjung field in 
South Borneo to their refinery at Balikpapan. 
This will involve an additional expenditure 
of £18m, . . . The United States Develop- 
ment Loan Fund announced the granting of 
a US$6m. loan for the rehabilitation of 
harbours used both in inter-island and inter- 
national trade. ... Representatives of the 
Indonesian and Soviet governments signed a 
protocol on the implementation of develop- 
ment projects in Indonesia under the frame- 
work of the US$100m. Soviet credit to Indo- 
nesia. The Prime Minister said that 
agreement had been reached on the building 
of two iron and steel plants, the construction 
of a fertiliser plant, motor highways and 
mechanised land reclamation projects. 
The Japanese are to co-operate with the Indo- 
nesian government in the construction of a 
dam at Asahan, in North Sumatra... . Docu- 
ments were signed between Indonesia and 
Poland for a number of development projects 
including the construction of four shipyards 
in the Moluccas, South Celebes, East Java 
and Centrai Sumatra. Roads are to be con 
structed between Banjarmasin-Balikpapan- 
Muara and Balikpapan-Samarinda. 

1RAQ.—The Ministry of Interior of lraq 
is considering a £13m. constructional pro 
gramme drawn up by the Mutasarrif of 
Baghdad. Under the plan five new hospitals 
will be built at Karradat Mariam. New 
Baghdad, Achamiyah, Khadhimain and Abu 
Ghraib. Another hospital with 50 beds for 
emergency cases is also to be erected. The 
plan also provides for a similar emergency 
hospital to be built in Karradat Mariam and 
for vocational schools to be built in various 
parts of Baghdad....The Directorate 
General of Railways have decided to con- 
struct a railway line for the transport of 
limestone from Shithatha to Kerbala. It 
will cost £5m. It has also been announced 
that a new railway station will be bailt in 
Baghdad for the terminus of the Erbil 
Kirkuk/Baghdad_ railway....The Direc- 
torate of Roads have requested allocation of 
£8m. under the forthcoming seven-year 
development programme for the construc- 
tion of the road between Rutba and the 
Syrian frontier and between R. madi, Ana 
and Al Qaim.
